In 
1892, he won the gold medal for composition, 
quitted the conservatory and went on a long 
concert tour through the cities of Russia. In 
1897, after he had already gained fame as a 
concert pianist and composer, he was ap- 
pointed conductor of the Moscow “Private 
Opera.”’ Fis own one-act opera, “Aleko’’ had 
already been produced with success at the 
Moscow Opera and his piano pieces, songs, 
large secular choruses and orchestral works 
were beginning to be recognized far and wide. 

An invitation from the London Philhar- 
monic Society to appear in the threefold 
capacity of composer, conductor and pianist, 
atlorded Rachmaninoff his first great success 
outside of Russia, and his performance here 
established him immediately as no longer a 
Russian but an international artist. His first 
symphony was played at a concert of the 
Roya! Philharmonic Society in 1909, Arthur 
Nikisch conducting. The story of his career 
since these debuts as composer, pianist and 
conductor has been one of cumulative success 
in all three, and when he made his American 
debut in 1909, he already occupied the very 
distinguished position he holds today in the 
music world.

Over at the Essex county Superior |

morning the town officials and Mr. | 
George MacIntosh of Wakefield aired | 
their grievances before an auditor ap- 
pointed by the state supreme court to} 
determine the facts in MacIntosh’s case 
against the town in regard to the interim 
zoning by-law of 1927. There are a good 
many legal technicalities involved, things 
about which the average person knows 
little and cares less. 

We don’t know whether the act of 
1927 is constitutional; we don’t know 
whether the selectmen acted illegally 
in granting permits to the four property- 
owners involved in the case; we don't 
know whether they discriminated a- 
gainst MacIntosh illegally. What we are | 
absolutely sure about however is that | 
the selectinen acted in the best interests | 
of the town when they denied the Wake- | 
field man’s request to construct a gaso- | 
line station and a lunch wagon in Shaw-| 
sheen square, one of the most beautiful | 
locations in Andover and indeed on the | 
Boston-Lawrence road. Had MacIntosh 
proposed to erect a building of good 
quality in keeping with the high stand- 
ards of architecture of the village, he 
probably would have found that the 
selectmen would not have “ discrimin- 
ated” against him.

It is but just to say however 
that he never harbored ill will or exhibited 
malace to individuals. He possessed a re- 
markable memory and in his death, much of 
the unwritten history of this section of New 
England becomes extinct 

The funeral took place at his home on 
Lowell road, Tuesday afternoon.
